Wars and Impriſonments, and Envy and Murder, and the 
Perſecutions of the righreous , all ariſes from proud Lu- 
cifer, the Luſt in man, who would be honoured , and all 
this is in the Fall and under the Curſe , but Aordechas 
could not bow to him in Hamay, ard therefore he ſought - 
to deſtroy him, and informed the King againit him, and 
all che Jewes in the Nation, and ſaid they were a ſcatte- 
rered people, andtheir Laws were diverle from all peo- 
ple, ne.ther did they obſerve the Law of the King , then 
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he ſet up a pair of Gallows for Mardechai, but Hamman 
was hanged on his own Gallows, and is caſt down to no- 
thing, and Aordcchai is exalted in his ſtead : So there is 
a time that Mordechai is deſpiſed and 'Haman exalted ; 
and there is a time that Hamas is caſt down, and Morde- 
chai exalted ; and there is a time that E£/aw reigns over 
Zacch, and there is a time that theelder ſerves the youn- 

er ; and there is a time that»+Phareah rules and oppreſ- 
hy the 1/aelites, but there isa time of 1/xaels deliverance, 
and Phareah drowned in the Sea : So there is a time that 
Antichriſt ſits in the Temple of God as God, and faith he 
is God, and Chriſt lieth low in the manger , bur there is 
atime that he muſt be caſt into the pit, and Chriſt alone. 
exalted, He that can receiveit let him, but-in all Ages 
the Children of God could not bow to Lucifer nor his I- 
mage ; and this was the cauſe why Shadrach, Meſech, and 
Abednego was caſt into the fiery Furnace , and this was 
the cauſe why Danie/ was calt into the Lyons den, but by 
the hand of his God, whom he alone worſhipped and 
honoured, he was delivered and exalted, and his Adverſa- 
ries caſt down in his place, and this was the cauſe why 
the Prophets were alwayes perſecuted and impriſoned, and 
the Apoſtles, who came to turn the world upſide down , 
and this is the cauſe now why the Miniſters and Meſſen- 
gers of Jeſus Chriſt are-impriſoned, ſtoned, ſtocked, whip. 
ped, and ſhamefully intreated, whom'the Lord is pleaſed 
immediately to call from their outward callings, and 
Countries, and ſends them abroad into ſeverall Countries 
to preach his. name, no more after the Fleſh but after the 


Spirit'; andwho knows him, muſt know him no more af- 


ter the Fleſh, bue after the Spirit ; and thoſe come to turn 
the world upfide down, being crucified to the world, and 
the world to them , and theſe cannot honour Lucifer, nor 
bow to Lacifer, nor worſhip his 1 mage, though there was 
a time when they did, but that was done in Egypt, when 
they knew not God, but now Lxcifer and his Image is 
caſt down, and Chriſt alone exalted, and the pure and 
perfect Law is witneſſed, which reſpects no mans perſon, 
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but God alone honoured and exalted, and this we witneſs, 
for amongſt us there are no' Superiors after the Fleſh, but 
Chriſt is the Head, and amougſt thoſe who was redeemed

out of the world, there was no Superiours but onely Chriſt y44e. 20, 25, 


the Head, and all the reſt fellow ſervants, and he that 
would be the greateſt ſhould be the leaſt, and he that re- 
ſpe&ts perſons commits ſin, and the Ange would not 
ſuffer 7oh» to bow to him, but ſaid he was his fellow ſer- 
vant; and this we witneſle, who are redeemed out of the 
kingdome of the Devil, from amongſt the children of this 
world into the kingdome of the Son, who are crucified 
to the world, and the world to us by the ſpiritual Croſle 
of Chriſt, in which we joy and glory, amongſt whom 
there is no partiality, nor reſpect of perſons, but all in 
union in one,though ten thouſand, and here God alone is 
King, and he alone is honoured, exalted, and worſhipped, 
no more after the fleſh, bur after the ſpirit , for we have 
no other God in whom our hearts delight ; And here 
proud Lycifer and his Image is caſt out, and here all his 
honours is thrown down, and his breeding and manners, 
and faſhions and cuſtomes , and words and wayes , and 
worſhips, which are after the Fleſh and not after the Spi- 
rit, whereby he ſets up himſelfe, and cauſeth his Image to 
be worſhipped ,' and this is the cauſe he rages in his king- 
dome, whereſoever we come, and faith we are deſtructive 
co all Superiority and Magiſtracy, and Miniſtry, aud Ho- 
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nour, Breeding and Manners, and turns the world upſide gg, ,,, 


down, for he knows where Chrilt comes he comes to 
take his kingdome from him, and caft him down into the 
pit, and there he muſt be tormented quick, and all-who 
bears his Image or his Mark ; and theſe are ſome of his 
marks, which he calls Nobility, Gentility, honour, bree- 
ding, manners, and civility. 

But true Nobility we own, the ſeed of God is noble 
whereſoever it is born up, and who can witneſſe to the 
head of the Serpent bruiſed, and the feed of God born up 
to reign and rule, there is true Nobility , there is true 


Gentility, no more after the fleſh but after the Spirit : 
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and this is to be honoured : for honour is due to this 
both in Magiſtrate or Miniſter, Frſherman or Ploughman, 
Heardſman or Shepheard, whereſoever it rules withour 
reſpect of perſons, and here fear to whom fear, honour to 
whom honour ; and this is no more after the. Fleſh bur 
after the ſpirit : And here all the true Prophets of God 
were Noblemen and Gentilemen, ſprung of the-noble 
ſeed, though of the Nobles.and great ones of the earth 
they were difdained and reproached, becauſe according to 
the world they were &f low degree, ſome of them m—_ 
men, ſome Heardſmen, ſome Shepheards, and therefore 
they perſecuted them and deſtroyed them, yet they were 

entile and bore all, Chriſt was noble, ſprung of the no- 

le ſeed, though of the great ones + | : Nobles of the 
earth he was diſdained, reproached and ſcorned to be the 
King of the Jewes, becauſe according to the world he was 
of low degree, and ſuppoſed to be a Carpenters ſon, ſo 
they ſpit upon him and diſdained him, and crucified him, 
yet he was gentile and bore all..

But thoſe were all noble, ſprung of the noble ſeed, and fo 
is all now who are of the ſame ſeed :, and thoſe were all 
gentile, ſprung of the gentile ſeed, and. thoſe have the na- 
ture but not the name, and to thoſe belong the true -ho- 
nour, not after the Fleſh but. after the -Spirit :. for they 
denyed the honour of the world:, and therefore. Chriſt 
faid, / receive not honour from men ; and ſaid to his Apo- 
ſtles, Be ye not called Mafters, neither call any Mater 
upon the earth, and though the Princes of this world exer- 
ciſe dominion one over another, yet it ſhall nut be ſo among ſt 
you, but he that would be the greateſt amongſt you, let him 
be your ſervant , and ſaid he, How can ye beleeve which 
receive honour one of another, and ſeek, not the honoxy that 
comerh' from God onely ? and here the true honour is no 

more:

man, and are not yea-and »ay, but calls it manners to fay 

»ay, and take it, or doe it : and ſo they havethe name, 

but not the nature, and ſo are Baitards and no Sons, who 

are not ſprung from the noble gentile ſecd., and to thoſe 
Honour ts not due, neither can we bow unto them , for 
if we ſhould, we ſhould ſer the Devil in the room of God, 
and give unto him that which is due co God, which-when 
we- 
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we were in blindneſſe through ignorance we did, and fo 


worſhip the Beaſt and his Image, which all the world 
worſhips and wonders after , for they that are proud and 


lofty, which is the Image of the Devill, for the Devil is 


the father of Pride, and in gay attire, thoſe the world wor- 
ſhips and wonders after, and extols and exalts into high 
places : bur ſince the Lord hath opened our eyes, this we 
cannot doe, but teſtifies againſt it whereſoever we come 
both in words and aCtions, and fo we are deſtructive to 
the worlds Superiority, Nobility, Gentility,Honour,Bree- 
ding and Manners, which is after the Fleſh, and not after 
the Spirit, therefore the Devil hates us in the Nobles and 
great ones of the world, but we give unto Ceſer the things 
that are Ceſers, and unto God-that which is Gods , but 
we cannot give unto Ce/ey that which is Gods, but fear 
ro whom fear, honour to whom honour is due : He that 
hath an ear to hear, let bim hear, and-underitand : For, 
faith the Lord, if I be a Mater, where uu my fear ?. If The 
a Father, where 1s my honour ? Mal. 1.6.. _ 

And now ſomething concerning the partiality that is 
among the children of this world in their Breeding and 
Manners. 

Eirft, concerning the word thow-or thee, which all thoſe 
which are their Prieſts and Teachers knows, that thow'ts 
the proper word to one particular perſon, and is ſo all a- 
long the Scriptures throughout to any one, without re- 
ſpect of perſons, yea to God himſelfe , and the word you 
is the proper word to more thenrone, but not to-oue,, and 
ſo it is all along the Sripturesthroughout. As for exagy- 
ple, at all times when the- Apoſtles ſpake to Chriſt they 
uſed the word thou or thee unto him, and when heſpoke 
more then one of them, he uſed the word yox or ee ; but 
ifhe ſpoke but to one, he uſed the word thox or thee, as in 
Mar. 16. 14,15, 16, 17 verſes ; And alſo Pax! thoued 
King Agrippa, and King Agrippa thoved him, as in Atts 
26. 27, 28 verſes, and fo all along the Scripture , and io it 
is plain, that now it is an invention of proud Lucifer in 
man to exalt himſelf, as it will plainly appear , for — 
the 
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the great and rich ones ofthe Earth, they will either tho: 
or y2# one another if they be equal in degree, as they call 
it , butifa man of low degree in the earth come to ſpeak 
to any of them, then he muſt yo the rich man, but the 
rich man will :hox him ; Nay you ſhall finde it ſo betwixr 
Prieſt and People , If a poor Labouring man come before 
one that you call a Miniſter, though he be one of his hea- 
rers, and one who helps to maintaine him according to his 
ability, yet he muſt you the Prieſt, and the Prieſt ;h+% him , 
and here the heathen Lord over one another by thetr cor- 
rupt wills ; but this is contrary to the Apoſtles and Mini- 
ſters of Chriſt, who made themſelves ſervants to all, and 
yet thoſe will call themſelves the Miniſters of Chriſt , and 
the word CMinifer ſignifies a ſervant, and they are ma- 
ſters, and ſo they have gottenthe Name but not the Na- 
ture,and fo are Baſtards and no Heires, who are not ſprung 
from the gentile ſeed, and yet they are hired as ſervants of 
men, =e yet bears rule by their means as maſters over 


' thoſe that maintains them, ſo that he that hath an eye to 


ſee let him ſee the deceits of the profeſſed Miniſters of 
England. 

And now as concerning the putting off of the hat, which 
is another invention of proud Lucifer, whereby he is ho- 
noured and worſhipped , and exalted in man, but the 
Scripture dothnot ſpeak of anyſuch faſhon uſed in any age, 
but man hath found out many inventions ſince the Scrip- 
ture was recorded , and now it is ſo, that it is a faſhion 
throughout the Land, whereby one man is exalted above, 
another , for if a poor man come before a rich man, it may 
be the rich man will move his hat, that is called courteſie 
and humihity , but the poor man mult ftand with his har 
off before him, and that is called honour and menners, and 
due reſpe& unto him , but if the rich man doe bid him pur 
it on, it is counted a great courtelie, and he gets honour to 
himſelf there to be counted a courteous man. But this diffe- 
rence or reſpect of perſons was never ordained by'God bur 
by the Devil, whereby he exalts himſelfin man, but James 
the Apoſtle of Jeſus Chriſt witneſſed againſt it, as in 
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James 2. 1,2,3,4,5. andſoon, and faid, He that re 
fpeFts perſons 1 naen” os ; for there 1s mo reſpect of perſons 
ore faith fames, Howle ye 1ith mes , 
and here your profeſſed Miniſters abide not in the do- 
crine of Chriſt, and ſo hath not God, but the Devil, and 
his Miniſters they are whom they exalt. And now yon 
ſhall ſee the partiality-ofthe names in this your breeding 
and manners. | 
Firſt, from a poor man to arich man it is called honour 
and due reſpe& and manners, from a rich man to a poor 
man it i5called courteſie and humility, but amongſt the 
rich and nobles of the earth it is called Court like breed- 
ing, but of thoſe of lower degree it is called Countrey 
breeding, and the lower ſort of the world it is 
called neighbourhood and civill reſpect one to another , 
and ſo the Devil hath covers for all his deceit, and fo he 
is honoured and exalted-both in Court and Country, but 
the higheſt in the Court, and therefore they have the 
higheſt title : Bur woe unto them that hides their fin, and 
covers with a covering, and not of the ſpirit of the Lord : But 
this is the riches of the world, and the Devil chat makes 
ſo many degrees, as between Dives and ZLazarm, and 
Haman and Moraecai, for the Lord hath made all the Na- 
tions of the Earth of one mold and one blood, but we who 
are redeemed ont of his kingdome, he calls us clowns and 


fools, and faith our Religion is built upon ſuch ſmall and: * 


frivilous things, aud ſtumble at ſtrawes, and leaps over 


. blocks, this faith his wiſdome, bur it is even death to him 


to bear theſe ftraws, eſpecially where he is the higheſt ex- 
alred , for it puls-down all his honour, and therefore doe 
Rich men and Great ones of the Earth, and Rulers, and 
Prieſts, and Phariſees, perſecute and oppreſſe us, and draw 
vs before judgement ſeats, and would root us out of the 
Nation,as Haman would have done by Mord.chai and the 
reſt of the ſcattered Jews, becauſe they cannot bear thoſe 
ſtraws, but I ſay, whatſoever it is that comes to be for- 
biddenin the Conſcience, it becomes a weight and a bur- 
den, though it be never ſo ſmall a thing in the eye of a _ 

| riſee, 
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:Yerance to the captive, and to heal the broken hearted, 
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riſce, ſo let none deſpiſe the day of ſmall things, but ſom® Ezek. 4 10. 
will call it ftubbernels, obſtinacy, pride, and preſumption, 
but the ſame nature would have called it ſo in CAfordechas, 
who could not bow to Hama as the reſt did that fate by , 
and fo let every one take heed of ſpeaking evill of that you 
know not, leaſt you call goodevill, and evill good , for 
the woe is pronounced againſt ſuch , but they that were 
after the Fleſh, alwayes, in all Ages perſecuted them that 2 Yet.
